proportions: Ooehalf cup of eugar, two 
tablespoonfule of water, onefourth cup of 
sherry, to which is sometimes added 
Maraschino or champagne. fut the sugar 
and water over the fire and stir unti] the 
sugar is dissolved ; boil five minutes, take 
fror the fire, add the wine, pour the 
dressing over the fruit and stand aside to 
cool. If wine is not used acid fruit juice 
can be used in ite place, In plain banana 
ealad orange juice can be used: when the 
oranges are mixed with the bananas use the 
juice of a pineapple. Cranberry juice is 
also good to useand the salad can be varied 
at will, using different combinations of 
fruit
